County  of  Hillsborough,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in 
Town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Francestown  on  Tuesday,  the  ninth  day  of  March  next,  at  ten 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  subjects  hereinafter 
set  forth.  The  voting  on  Articles  1  thru  14  will  be  by 
official  ballot,  and  the  polls  shall  be  open  for  balloting  on 
said  date  at  10:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  shall  not  close 
before  7:00  o'clock  in  the  evening. 


Article  1. 

To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

(By  Official  Ballot) 

Pursuant  to  RSA  39:2a  and  the  vote  of  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  in  1979,  you  are  hereby  notified  the  second  session  of 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Town  of  Francestown  will  be  held  at 
the  Town  Hall  on  Saturday,  the  Thirteenth  day  of  March  next, 
at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  at  which  time  the  town 
will  act  on  the  following  subjects. 


Article  2.  (General  Provisions  for  Special  Exceptions) 

Are  you  in  favor  of  adoption  of  Amendment  Number  1  dealing 

with  general  provisions  relative  to  special  exceptions  as 

proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Francestown  Zoning 

Ordinance? 

(By  Official  Ballot) 

This  amendment  would  a)clarify  that  the  Planning  Board  has 

jurisdiction  over  all  multi-family  and  non-residential  uses 

and  b)add  a  provision  to  allow  the  ZBA  to  require  applicants 

for  special  exception  to  pay  for  professional  studies  needed 

for  proper  review  of  the  case. 

The  Planning  Board  voted,  7-0,  in  favor  of  recommending 
this  proposal . 

Article  3.  (Kennels  and  other  Animal  Care  Facilities) 
Are  you  in  favor  of  Amendment  Number  2  dealing  with  a  variety 
of  animal  care,  training  and  breeding  facilities  -  as  proposed 
by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Francestown  Zoning  Ordinance? 
(By  Official  Ballot) 

The  effects  of  this  proposal  include  a)reducing  the  special 
exception  acreage  and  setback  requirements  for  kennels;  b) 
establishing  dimensional  requirements  for  other  types  of 
animal  care  facilities,  such  as  vets,  and;  c)  clarifying  the 
types  of  facilities  covered. 

The  Planning  Board  voted,  7-0,  in  favor  of  recommending 
this  proposal . 


Article  4.  (Restaurants) 

Are  you  in  favor  of  adopting  Amendment  Number  3  dealing  with 
restaurants   as   proposed  by  the  Planning   Board   for  the 
Francestown  Zoning  Ordinance? 
(By  Official  Ballot) 

The  effects  of  this  proposal  include  allowing  sales  of  "take- 
out" food  by  sit  down  restaurants  and  general /convenience 
stores  and  amending  the  special  exception  criteria,  e.g.: 
parking  requirements  would  be  more  flexible;  side  setbacks 
would  be  increased  to  75  feet;  newly  constructed  restaurants 
would  have  a  100  foot  setback  for  buildings  and  parking 
instead  of  150  feet  for  buildings  only;  and  the  lot  size 
requirement  for  conversions  of  existing  buildings  would  be 
el iminated. 

The  Planning  Board  voted,  7-0,  in  favor  of  recommending 
this  proposal . 

Article  5.  (Rest/Convalescent  Homes) 

Are  you  in  favor  of  adopting  Amendment  Number  4  dealing  with 

rest/convalescent  homes  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for 

the  Francestown  Zoning  Ordinance? 

(By  Official  Ballot) 

This  proposal  would  supplement  general   special   exception 

criteria  with  specific  requirements  for  rest  homes  such  as 

buffering  provisions  for  parking  areas. 

The  Planning  Board  voted,  7-0,  in  favor  of  recommending 
this  proposal . 

Article  6.  (Commercial  Recreation  Facilities) 

Are  you  in  favor  of  adopting  Amendment  Number  5  dealing  with 

stables,  riding  academies  and  commercial  recreation  facilities 

as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Francestown  Zoning 

Ordinance? 

(By  Official  Ballot) 

This  proposal  would  a)  add  skating,  gymnasiums  and  fitness 

centers  to  the  list  of  commercial  recreational  facilities 

permitted  by  special  exception  and  b)  clarify  that  the  hiring 

out   of   horses   for   unsupervised   riding   is   allowed   by 

stables/riding  academies  which  are  permitted  uses  in  the  rural 

district . 

The  Planning  Board  voted,  7-0,  in  favor  of  recommending 
this  proposal . 

Article  7.  (Family  and  Youth  Camps) 

Are  you  in  favor  of  adopting  Amendment  Number  6  dealing  with 
family  and  youth  camps  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for 
the  Francestown  Zoning  Ordinance? 
(By  Official  Ballot) 

This  proposal  would  supplement  general  special  exception 
criteria  for  camps  by  adding  specific  requirements.  It  would 
also  allow  camps  to  operate  at  times  other  than  just  summer. 
The  Planning  Board  voted,  7-0,  in  favor  of  recommending 
this  proposal . 

Article  8.  (Automotive  Service  Stations) 

Are  you  in  favor  of  adopting  Amendment  Number  8  dealing  with 
automotive  service  stations  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board 
for  the  Francestown  Zoning  Ordinance? 


(By  Official  Ballot) 

This  proposal  would  a)  supplement  general  special  exception 
for  service  stations  with  specific  requirements,  e.g.  a  4  lot 
acreage  requirement,  and  b)  modify  the  definition  of  such 
f aci 1 ities . 

The  Planning  Board  voted,  7-0,  in  favor  of  recommending 
this  proposal  . 

Article  9.  (Sawmills) 

Are  you  in  favor  of  adopting  Amendment  Number  9  dealing  with 

sawmills  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  of  the  Francestown 

Zoning  Ordinance? 

(By  Official  Ballot) 

This  proposal   would  supplement  general   special   exception 

criteria  for  sawmills  with  specific  requirements,  including  a 

20  acre  lot  size  and  provisions  for  buffering  outside  storage 

areas . 

The  Planning  Board  voted,  7-0,  in  favor  of  recommending 
this  proposal . 

Article  10,  (Solar  and  Wind  Devices) 

Are  you  in  favor  of  adopting  Amendment  Number  10  dealing  with 

solar  and  wind  devices  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for 

the  Francestown  Zoning  Ordinance? 

(By  Official  Ballot) 

The  effects  of  this  proposal  include  a)  changing  private 

solar/wind  devices   over  35  feet   in  height  from  special 

exception  to  permitted  uses,  and  b)  supplementing  general 

special  exception  criteria  with  specific  requirements  -  e.g. 

3  acre  lots  at  elevations  of  less  than  1,000  feet  -  for 

commercial  devices,  regardless  of  height. 

The  Planning  Board  voted,  7-0,  in  favor  of  recommending 
this  proposal  . 

Article  11.  (Commercial  Receiving  and  Transmitting  Antenna) 
Are  you  in  favor  of  adopting  Amendment  Number  11  dealing  with 
commercial  receiving  and  transmitting  antenna  as  proposed  by 
the  Planning  Board  for  the  Francestown  Zoning  Ordinance? 
(By  Official  Ballot) 

The  proposal  would  supplement  general  special  exception 
criteria  for  commercial  antennae  with  specific  requirements. 
Changes  include  a)  prohibiting  new  towers  on  Crotched  Mountain 
at  elevations  of  1,300  feet  or  more;  b)  provisions  for  co- 
location,  c)  siting  standards  and  procedures,  d)  relaxing 
dimensional  standards  for  subdivisions  under  certain 
conditions  and  e)  distinguishing  between  "personal  wireless 
service"  facilities  and  other  types  of  wireless  services. 

The  Planning  Board  voted,  5-2,  in  favor  of  recommending 
this  proposal . 

Article  12.  (Home  Business) 

Are  you  in  favor  of  adopting  Amendment  Number  12  dealing  with 
home  businesses  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the 
Francestown  Zoning  Ordinance? 
(By  Official  Ballot) 

The  effects  of  this  proposal  include  a)  expanding  the  types  of 
businesses  allowed  in  the  home  as  permitted  uses  -  e.g.  retail 
sales  of  products  made  in  the  home  and  computer  related 
professions  -  b)  limiting  employees,  other  than  household 
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members,  to  two  and  c)  limiting  outside  storage  and 
merchandising . 

The  Planning  Board  voted,  7-0,  in  favor  of  recommending 
this  proposal . 

Article  13.  (Aircraft  Landing  Areas) 

Are  you  in  favor  of  adopting  Amendment  Number  7  which  would 
override  the  state  statute  that  makes  aircraft  landings  by  the 
owner/renter  of  private  land  permitted  uses  -  as  proposed  by 
the  Planning  Board  for  the  Francestown  Zoning  Ordinance? 
(By  Official  Ballot) 

This  proposal  would  prohibit  aircraft  landings  -  other  than 
those  by  hot  air  balloons,  hang  gliders,  power  parachutes  and 
ultra  lights  -  in  the  village  district  and  make  them  special 
exception  uses  in  the  rural  district.  Rural  criteria  include 
runway  threshold  setbacks  from  500  to  750  feet  and  a 
prohibition  on  night  lighting.  A  no  vote  on  this  article 
means  that  private  landing  areas  will  be  permitted  everywhere 
in  town. 

The  Planning  Board  voted,  6-1,  in  favor  of  recommending 
this  proposal . 

Article  14.  (Historic  District  Commission) (By  Petition) 
Are   you   in   favor   of   abolishing   the   historic   district 
commission  as  proposed  by  petition  of  the  voters  of  this  town? 
(By  Official  Ballot) 

The  effect  of  this  proposal  would  be  to  preclude  the 
administration  of  any  historic  district,  should  voters  wish  to 
establish  one  -  unless  voters  subsequently  re-authorize  the 
commission . 

The  Planning  Board  voted,  3-3-1,  against  recommending 
this  proposal . 

Articl e  15 . 

To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town 
charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  to  make  appropriations  for 
the  same. 

Article  16. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  name  a  connecting  lane  between 

Oak  Hill  Road  and  State  Highway  47,  Lina  Lane  or  take  any 

other  action  relating  thereto; 

(Proposed  by  Michael  de  Tarnowski) 

Article  17, 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 

of  Two  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($2,500.00)  to  purchase 

3  flag  poles  to  be  placed  at  the  War  Memorial  site  and  the  new 

Town  office  building,  or  take  any  other  action  relating 

thereto; 

The    Selectmen  and  the   Budget  Advisory   Committee    recommend 
this    appropriation. 


Article  18. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  close  the  Capital  Reserve  fund 
entitled  Future  Landfill  Closing  and  transfer  the  remaining 
balance  to  the  unappropriated  general  fund  balance,  or  take 
any  other  action  relating  thereto; 
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The    Selectmen  and   the    Budget  Advisory   Committee    recommend 
this    appropriation. 

Article    19. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Seventy-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($75,000.00)  to  reconstruct 
a  portion  of  the  Second  New  Hampshire  Turnpike  South  beginning 
at  the  Lyndeborough  town  line  proceeding  northerly  for  a 
distance  of  up  to  four  thousand  feet  (4000),  or  take  any  other 
action  relating  thereto; 

The  Selectmen  recommend  this  appropriation,  the  Budget 
Advisory  Committee  does  not  recommend  this  appropriation. 

Article  20. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Two  Hundred  Twenty  One  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars

Hundred  Ninety-Four  Dollars,  Thirty  Cents  ($19,594.30),  the 
total  not  to  exceed  Twenty  Thousand  Dollars  ($20,000.00),  to 
be  placed  in  the  Conservation  Fund  authorized  by  RSA  36-A:5, 
or  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto; 

The  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee  recommend 
this  appropriation. 

Article  22. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Twelve  Thousand  Dollars  ($12,000.00)  to  remove  the 
underground  fuel  tanks  at  the  Library,  Town  Hall  Annex,  and 
the  Fire  Station,  and  to  replace  them  with  above  ground  tanks 
which  meet  environmental  standards,  or  take  any  other  action 
relating  thereto; 

The  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee  recommend 
this  appropriation. 

Article  23. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Four  Thousand  ($4,000.00)  to  purchase  up-graded  software 
for    "Windows"  and  Y2K    compliance  dealing   with    tax    assessing   and 
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tax  collections,  or  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto; 

The  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee  recommend 
this  appropriation. 

Article  24. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Seven  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($7,500.00)  to  purchase 
new  computer  hardware  systems  and  associated  consultant  time 
to  install  and  operate  the  new  software  systems,  or  take  any 
other  action  relating  thereto;

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

1998  started  off  with  a  major  ice  storm  in  Jahuary,  knocl<ing  out  power  lines  and  causing  tremendous 
tree  damage  in  areas  of  high  elevation.  Francestown  submitted  and  received  grants  from  FEMA 
(Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency)  for  storm-related  ice  damage.  Funds  received  for  road 
damage  have  been  used  by  the  Highway  Dept  This  year  the  grant  monies  received  in  December  will 
be  used  for  replacement  of  trees  on  town-owned  land  (cemeteries,  common,  etc.)  and  by  the 
Conservation  Commission  in  the  Crotched  Mt.  Town  Forest.    Approximately  $32,000  was  received  in 
FEMA  grants  for  1998. 

The  reconstruction  of  Mountain  Road  was  completed  in  early  September.  This  project  was  the  first  to 
be  done  on  a  bid  process,  and  proved  highly  successful,  even  with  extensive  excavation,  under 
drains,  concrete  catch  basins  and  DOT-approved  guard  rails.  The  final  cost  was  $153,001,  saving  the 
Town  $24,499,  as  an  expense  of  $177,500.  was  projected. 

The  Bixby  Dam  was  finished  In  November.  Once  the  pond  filled  with  water,  it  was  clearly  visible  that 
Francestown  has  secured  a  village  water  supply  for  fire  fighting  and  a  beautiful  park-like  area  to  enjoy. 
Taxpayers  in  1996  and  1997  had  appropriated  $131,610.  for  the  dam.  A  FEMA  grant  of  $100,619  was 
received  for  the  project.  The  cost  for  completion  to  date  is  $164,841. 

The  interim  Highway  Study  Committee  (Chair  Paul  Ellis,  Richard  Kiczek,  Harry  Vamum,  Betsy 
Hardwick,  Ex-Officio  Scott  Cartiee,  Road  Agent  Clayton  Foote)  has  been  meeting  for  the  last  3  years. 
Kiczek  and  Foote  attended  a  2  day  seminar  on  road  assessment  systems  designed  by  UNH-P  in 
Durham  while  Hardwick  attended  a  UNH-P  seminar  in  Lebanon  on  truck  inventory,  parts  and  labor. 
After  intensive  study,  the  committee  recommends  the  computerization  of  the  Highway  Dept  and  the 
use  of  UNH-F  software  for  cost  accounting  and  data  collection  necessary  for  building  cost-effective 
road  budgets.  The  committee  also  developed  a  personnel  evaluation  manual  for  town  employees, 
recommending  that  the  Selectmen  adopt  such  for  2000.  This  would  create  a  two-tiered  system  of 
merit  pay  and  COLA  (cost  of  living  allowance). 

Work  will  begin  at  the  'Red  School'  in  late  spring  for  a  new  septic  system  and  parking  areas  for  the 
handicapped  and  public-at-large.  The  lower  level  will  be  developed  flrst  to  bring  all  land  use  planning 
boards  into  ADA  (Americans  with  Disabilities  Act)  compliance.  Two  unassigned  120  sq.  ft  offices,  to 
be  shared  by  various  other  town  officials,  will  also  be  built  on  the  lower  level. 

The  new  oak  Town  Hall  stage  floor  has  been  finished  with  five  coats  of  polyurethane.  A  generous 
donation  from  the  Francestown  Improvement  &  Historical  Society  covered  these  costs. 

Last  March  the  article  to  purchase  an  electric  system  to  wind  the  town  clock  was  defeated  and  the 
Selectmen  were  instructed  to  find  volunteers  to  continue  with  the  manual  wind.  Three  men  have 
shared  the  responsibility  of  being  the  'clock-winders'.  Thanks  go  to  volunteers  Michael  Jarzombek, 
Gary  Slamin  and  Alexander  Tamok  for  their  weekly  efforts. 

The  participation  of  volunteers,  in  all  manners  of  town  business,  is  greatly  appreciated  and  is 
encouraged  for  the  coming  year.

We  have  audited  the  general  purpose  fmancial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Francestown,  New 
Hampshire,  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1998,  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon  dated 
January  14,  1999. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Those  standards 
require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement 

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Francestown,  New  Hampshire  is  responsible  for  establishing 
and  maintaining  an  internal  control  structure.  In  fulfilling  this  responsibility,  estimates  and  judgments  by 
management  are  required  to  assess  the  expected  benefits  and  related  costs  of  internal  control  structxire 
policies  and  procedures.  The  objectives  of  an  internal  control  structure  are  to  provide  management  with 
reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  that  assets  are  safeguarded  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or 
disposition,  and  that  transactions  are  executed  in  accordance  with  management's  authorization  and 
recorded  properly  to  permit  the  preparation  of  general  purpose  financial  statements  in  accordance  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any  internal  control 
structure,  errors  or  irregularities  may  nevertheless  occur  and  not  be  detected.  Also,  projection  of  any 
evaluation  of  the  structure  to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  tliat  procedures  may  become  inadequate 
because  of  changes  in  conditions  or  that  the  effectiveness  of  the  design  and  operation  of  policies  and 
procedures  may  deteriorate. 

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Francestown,  New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1998,  we  obtained  an  understanding  of 
the  internal  control  structure.  With  respect  to  the  internal  control  structure,  we  obtained  an 
imderstanding  of  the  design  of  relevant  policies  and  procedures  and  whether  they  have  been  placed  in 
operation,  and  we  assessed  control  risk  in  order  to  determine  our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of 
expressing  our  opinion  on  the  general  purpose  fmancial  statements  and  not  to  provide  an  opinion  on  the 
internal  control  structiu-e.  Accordingly,  we  do  not  express  such  an  opinion. 

Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  matters  in 
the  internal  control  structure  that  might  be  material  weaknesses  under  standards  established  by  the 
American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants.  A  material  weakness  is  a  condition  in  which  the 
design  or  operation  of  one  or  more  of  the  intemal  control  structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a 
relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors  and  irregularities  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation  to 
the  general  purpose  financial  statements  being  audited  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a  timely 
period  by  employees  in  the  normal  course  of  performing  their  assigned  functions.  We  noted  no  matters 
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involving  the  internal  control  structure  and  its  operation  that  we  consider  to  be  material  weaknesses  as 
defined  above. 

This  report  is  intended  for  the  information  of  management  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
However,  this  report  is  a  matter  of  public  record,  and  its  distribution  is  not  limited.

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Wacisii,  rire  Depaitmenl  aiid  State  Forest  Ranger,  contact  your 
local  Wai-den  or  Fire  DeparUiiont  co  find  ovit  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  ANY  outside 
burning.  Violations  of  RSA  227-L:  i  7,  the  fire  pennit  law  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  arc  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  m  jail. 
Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

There  ai'e  ten  Forest  Rsjigers  who  work  for  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  and 
Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bmeau,  State  Forest  Rajigers  are  available  to  assist  conuTtunitles  with 
forest  fire  suppression,  prevention  aiid  training  programs  as  well  as  the  enforcement  of  ibrest  fire 
and  timber  harvest  laws.  If  yoa  have  any  questions  regarding  forest  fire  or  timber  harvest  laws, 
please  call  our  office  at  271-22  17. 

There  are  2400  Forest  Fire  'N^^ardens  and  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens  throughout  the 
state.  .Each  town  has  a  F-orest  Fire  Wai-den  and  se^-eral  Deputy  Wardens  who  assist  tlie  Forest 
Rangers  wth  forest  fire^  suppression,  prevention,  and  law  enforcement.  Early  in  1998  v-e 
experie!iced  an  ice  storm,  \^hich  caused  severe  d?jnage  to  forests  of  New  Hampshire.  This 
damage  created  a  gre^tt.T  potential  fire  haziird  35  well  as  safety  hazards  to  many  areas  of  the  state. 
Your  local  fire  warden  and  Forest  Rangers  need  your  assistaiice  in  preventing  wildfires  in  these 
hard  liit  areas  and  tliroughout  the  Ste.te.  If  you  need  assistance  or  information  dealing  whh  ice 
damaged  woodlands,  please  call  l-800-444-8S*78. 

The  State  of  N^jw  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols  and  3  contract 
aircraft  patrols.  Tliis  early  detection  and  reports  fiom  citizeas  aid  in  the  quick  response  from 
local  fire  departments.  This  is  a  critical  factor  in  controlling  tjie  size  of  wildland  fires  and 
keeping  the  loss  of  property  and  suppression  costs  as  low  as  possible.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT         1999 


The  aquisition  of  Open  Space  for  the  town  was  a  major  focus  of  the 
Conservation  Commission  this  year.    The  Whiting  Acres  property  on  Rte  136 
opposite  the  site  of  the  Foote  bam  came  up  for  sale  at  a  reduced  price,  and 
there  was  widespread  concern  that  the  open  meadows  and  beautiful  view 
over  Scobie  Pond  to  the  i^yndeborough  hills  would  be  compromised  by 
development.  As  it  turned  out,  the  amount  of  money  in  the  Conservation 
Fund  was  not  sufficient  for  the  purchase,  and  the  Commission  itself  was 
divided  as  to  its  importance.  Shortly  thereafter,  two  properties  abutting  the 
Crotched  Mountain  Town  Forest  and  owned  by  the  Merrill  Trust  came  onto 
the  market.  There  was  widespread  support,  both  on  and  off  the  Commission, 
for  their  purchase.  We  made  two  consecutive  offers  for  the  properties,  both  of 
which  were  considerably  below  the  asking  price.  The  second  offer  was  possible 
only  because  Francestown  Land  Conservation  Inc.  promised  to  make  up  the 
difference  between  the  monies  in  the  Conservation  Fund  and  the  new  asking 
price  of  the  land.  Francestown  Land  Conservation  Inc.  is  the  newly  revived 
town  land  conservancy —  a  non-governmental,  non-profit  entity.  This  is  a 
perfect  example  of  how  the  two  groups  can  work  co-operatively  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  town.  Unfortunately,  a  larger  offer  for  the  land  was  then  made 
by  a  local  logging  company,  and  that  offer  was  accepted  by  the  Merrill  Trust. 

There  is  reason  for  optimism,  however,  since  a  new  state  initiative,  for 
the  puchase  of  Open  Space,  is  being  prepared,  to  be  considered  by  the 
Legislature  in  2000.  This  would  provide  towns  with  matching  state  funds  for 
land  aquisition,  and  therefore  the  greater  the  amount  of  money  in  the 
Conservation  Fund  the  better  we  can  take  advantage  of  the  state  funds  when 
they  become  available. 

A  source  of  pride  is  the  fact  that  the  Open  Space  Management  Plan  for 
the  town,  prepared  by  the  Conservation  Commission  in  1997,  has  been 
requested  as  a  model  to  be  used  by  towns  state-wide  in  the  preparation  of  their 
own  Plans. 

The  Conservation  Commission,  with  the  help  of  the  selectmen, 
applied  for  a  grant  from  the  NH  Ice  Stoprm  Commuruty  Forestry  Grants 
Program  to  help  defray  the  costs  of  cleaning  up  serious  ice  damage  (in  January 
1998)  in  the  town  forests  above  a  certain  elevation.  Our  application  was 
successful:  the  amount  of  the  grant  is:    $5,400.00. 

Town  forests  are  regularly  visited  and  monitored.  Trail  maintenance 
and  clearing  are  ongoing  activites.  We  are  delighted  to  report  that  a  new  ciruit 
trail  encompassing  the  larger  beaver  pond  has  now  been  completed  and 
marked  by  Commission  members,  and  is  ready  for  walkers,  skiiers,  and 
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snowshoers.  It  takes  about  two  hours  to  walk  the  circuit,  and  it  is  a  very 
pleasant  and  generally  level  trail. 

We  are  in  the  process  of  gathering  information  on  possible  timber 
cutting  in  the  Crotched  Mountain  Town  Forest,  within  the  parameters 
established  in  our  Forest  Plan — considering  the  essential  importance  of 
wildlife  habitat  and  corridors,  recreation,  aesthetic  values,  forest  health,  and 
so  on. 

Conservation  Commission  members  have  been  and  will  continue  to 
be  involved  as  consultants  in  the  design  and  development  of  a  wildlife- 
supportive  landscape  for  the  grounds  of  the  elementary  school. 

Wetlands  permits  continue  to  demand  time.  All  minimum  impact 
projects  are  reviewed  on  site  by  the  commission  and  a  report  is  filed  with  the 
state.  We  also  assist  landowners  in  evaluating  potential  projects. 

The  Commission  walks  the  town's  Conservation  Easements  every 
autumn,  to  make  sure  that  Easement  restrictions  are  being  honored.

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Road  Agents  Report  1998 


The  winter  of  1998  was  once  again  more  of  an  ice  winter  than  snow,  the  sand  pile 
was  totally  depleted  and  about  (350)  tons  of  salt  was  used.. 

We  added  a  used  chipper  to  replace  the  old  one,  plus  purchased  a  used  ten  wheeler 
dump  truck,  this  replaced  a  1954  army  truck,  and  gave  us  the  ability  to  move  our  own 
aggregate  from  Bennington  more  proficiently  than  with  6  wheelers  (14  yd  body  versus  6 
yd  body) 

Maintenance  wise,  we  did  major  work  on  the  loader,  brakes,  wiring,  etc.,  decided 
to  keep  for  an  extended  (5)  years  Replaced  transmission  in  (5)  ton  truck,  and  new  belt  in 
sander.  There  were  other  major  repairs,  but  still  not  bad  considering  the  amount  of 
equipment  being  used 

Major  projects  were  completed.  Mountain  Road  reconstruction  was  done  by 
Francestown  Sand  &  Gravel,  Inc  ,  all  base  work  was  supervised  by  myself  and  Harry 
Varnum,  an  excellent  job,  this  road  should  last  (30)  plus  years  with  normal  maintenance 

We  handled  a  major  ice  storm  in  late  January,  FEMA  paid  for  a  major  part  of  the 
storm  cleanup. 

All  road  projects  were  completed,  a  little  late,  but  the  weather  cooperated,  as 
winter  didn't  arrive  until  the  fourth  week  of  December 

We  used  part-time  help  extensively,  to  help  cover  for  the  work  that  George  W 
Morgan  used  to  do,  including  equipment  maintenance  and  road  maintenance  I  am  going 
to  ask  the  people  of  Francestown  to  support  a  motion  by  me,  to  increase  the  labor  part  of 
the  budget  at  town  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  hiring  a  replacement  person,  and  to  support 
an  8  5%  increase  for  myself,  Gary  Paige  and  Clayton  Philbrick,  plus  50  cents  an  hour  for 
part  time  help.  We  would  really  appreciate  a  show  of  support  for  the  Department  The 
work  load  has  not  diminished,  with  population  growth  it  increases

This  past  year  has  been  both  productive  and  non-productive  for  the  committee.  We  have 
accomplished  many  goals  set  out  for  us  by  the  selectmen's  agenda.  Still,  we  have  failed  on  others 
due  to  the  lack  of  necessary  equipment  to  complete  the  task. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year  the  committee  completed  and  turned  into  the  selectmen  for  their 
approval,  the  Organizational  Chart,  the  Employee  Handbook,  the  Job  Descriptions  and 
Qualifications,  Pay  Grade  System,  and  the  Employee  Appraisal  Forms.  These  have  all  been 
approved  and  were  put  into  practice  by  the  selectmen. 

We  also  recommended  that  Clayton  Foote,  Jr.  and  Richard  Kiczek  attend  a  seminar  at  UNH  in 
Durham  for  a  T-Square  Seminar.  This  is  a  software  program  for  road  surface  management.  The 
committee  felt  that  sending  the  road  agent  would  give  us  the  practical  expertise  needed,  and  the 
knowledge  to  identify  the  types  of  road  surfaces  the  town  has.  The  committee  charged  Richard 
Kiczek  with  the  practical  application  of  the  software  package  and  selection  of  the  type  of  computer 
needed  to  run  this  program. 

There  was  a  second  opportunity  to  send  representatives  to  the  T-Square  seminar  in  Lebanon,  NH 
on  inventory  management.  The  committee  recommended  sending  Clayton  Foote,  Jr.  and  Gary  Paige 
from  the  Highway  Department  and  Betsy  Hardwick  from  the  committee.  We  felt  the  highway 
representatives  were  knowledgable  of  the  town  equipment  on  hand  and  the  needs  for  maintenance. 
Betsy  Hardwick  was  also  knowledgeable  of  construction  equipment,  the  computer,  and  software 
needs.  UNH  also  put  on  this  seminar. 

The  Fuel  Management  System  approved  by  the  town  last  year  should  be  in  operation  by  this 
town  meeting.  Only,  because  of  the  special  efforts  put  into  this  project  by  Gary  Paige.  He  is  in 
charge  of  the  installation.  When  they  received  it,  the  keyboard  was  broken  and  had  to  be  replaced. 
However,  the  company  in  Texas  was  out  of  business.  Gary  located  Fogg  in  Maine  and  with  their 
help  replacing  the  keyboard,  it  should  become  operational. 

While  we  were  working  on  these  details,  Harry  Vamum  was  working  with  the  road  agent  on 
inventory  management.  After  working  through  the  summer  compiling  the  information  the  results 
were  inconclusive  since  neither  the  hours  each  truck  is  used,  nor  the  hours  of  labor  spent  on  repairs 
have  been  regularly  recorded.  This  is  where  the  momentum  seemed  to  slow.  The  equipment 
desperately  needed  by  the  road  agent  was  a  new  computer  and  inventory  management  software 
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package.  Betsy  Hardwick  reported  that  the  T-Square  software  system  reviewed  at  the  seminar  she 
attended  is  exactly  what  we  needed  to  clarify  the  inconclusive  findings  in  Harry  Vamum's  report. 
The  inventory  management  package  compiles  information  on  cost  of  keeping  vehicles,  fuel  used, 
lubricants,  cost  of  repairs,  cost  of  labor  to  repair,  hours  of  use,  and  bottom  line  cost  of  keeping  the 
vehicle.  The  computer  when  installed  in  the  Highway  Department,  would  also  be  used  (with  the 
proper  software)  to  track  the  highway  departments  projects,  hours  and  materials  used  to  complete 
the  project. 

One  item  on  our  agenda  was  to  advise  the  selectmen  of  the  staffing  requirements.  However, 
without  a  running  schedule  of  what  work  is  done  and  needed  to  be  done  we  caimot  give  a  fair 
evaluation.  The  committee  related  this  to  both  the  selectmen  and  the  road  agent. 

Enough  negativism,  the  committee  looks  forward  to  next  year  with  anticipation.  We  are  looking 
forward  to  putting  some  of  our  software  package  recommendations  into  practice  with  the  computer 
the  selectmen  assured  us  was  forthcoming.  We  are  also  looking  forward  to  seeing  the  outcome  of 
our  labors  with  the  new  handbooks  and  the  recommendations,  such  as  the  employees' 
evaluation/merit  pay  program. 

The  committee  has  worked  on  developing  a  program  that  provides  a  way  to  identify  employees 
weaknesses  and  strengths,  to  give  direction  and  encouragement,  and  to  give  the  employee  initiative 
and  responsibility  for  a  positive  work  attitude.  We  hope  it  works  out  well  for  both  the  employees 
and  the  town. 

Again,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  committee  for  their  dedication  and  efforts.  I  would  also  like  to 
welcome  Betsy  Hardwick  to  the  committee.  She  is  defmitely  an  asset.

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BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT  -  1998 

The  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  and  the 
Francestown  Zoning  Ordinance  give  the  Board  of  Adjustment  the  power 
to  do  the  following:  (1)  Hear  appeals  from  administrative  decisions 
relating  to  the  enforcement  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  (2)  make 
"Special  Exceptions"  from  the  terms  of  the  Ordinance,  (3)  authorize 
Variances"  from  the  terms  of  the  Ordinance  and  (4)  grant 
"Equitable  Waivers"  from  compliance  with  the  dim.ensional 
requirements  of  the  Ordinance.  In  each  case  the  power  of  the  Board 
is  strictly  limited  by  tlie  terms  of  the  Statutes  and  the  Ordinance 
and  persons  wishing  to  bring  a  matter  before  the  Board  should 
examine  the  Ordinance  before  filing  an  application.  Copies  of  the 
Ordinance  and  forms  for  applications  and  information  on  filing  fees 
are  available  at  the  Town  Offices . 

The  1998  Board  consisted  of  Guy  A.  Swenson,  Jr.,  Chairman, 
Charles  Onasch,  Vice -Chairman,  Richard  S.  Mikula,  Richard  Kiczek 
and  Ann  Soper.  Alternates  were  Charles  M.  Pyle,  Jr.,  Jozsef  Nemeth 
and  Carol  W.  Ireland.  Ann  Soper  served  as  Clerk  and  Demetria  McCaig 
and  then  Kira  Kilmer  served  as  the  recording  secretary. 

During  1998  the  Board  granted  two  applications  for  Special 
Exceptions  and  one  application  for  an  Equitable  Waiver.  One 
application  for  a  variance  was  filed  but  the  Board  determined  after 
a  hearing  that  no  variance  was  required. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Adjustment  are  scheduled  for 
the  second  thursday  of  each  month.  All  meetings  are  open  to  the 
public .

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FRANCESTOWN  PLANNING  BOARD  -  1998 

The  Board  approved  one  two  lot  subdivision  at  the  intersection  of  Bible  Hill  Road  and 
Person  Road  for  John  White  and  an  annexation  of  land  from  one  lot  owned  by  Ken  and 
Lisa  Campbell  on  Dennison  Pond  road  to  another  lot  also  owned  by  them.  The  net  result 
was  to  increase  the  number  of  lots  in  town  by  one. 

The  Board  also  granted  a  phased,  conditional  site  plan  approval  to  the  New  Iceland  Ski 
company.  New  Iceland,  which  was  interested  in  opening  the  ski  area,  has  since 
withdrawn  from  the  picture.  In  addition,  conditional  approvals  were  given  to  PSNH  and 
Bell  Atlantic  Mobile  to  cut  and  trim  trees  on  scenic  roads. 

The  Board  spent  a  large  part  of  the  year  working  on  amendments  to  the  Zoning 
Ordinance:  In  Francestown,  most  commercial  and  industrial  uses  require  a  special 
exception.  The  zoning  ordinance  contains  a  list  -  Table  2  -  of  more  than  20  such  uses 
permitted  by  special  exception  as  well  as  Section  7  which  specifies  the  criteria  that  the 
uses  must  meet  in  order  to  be  approved.  Section  7  of  the  ordinance  contains  both 
general  criteria  which  are  suitable  for  all  development  and  specific  standards,  such  as 
acreage  and  setback  requirements,  which  are  specific  to  the  type  of  use.  However, 
specific  criteria  are  not  provided  for  all  special  exception  uses.  It  was  a  recommendation 
of  the  Master  Plan  and  the  advice  of  Town  Counsel  that  the  Planning  Board  review 
Table  2  and  provide  specific  critera  for  Section  7  where  they  were  lacking.  This  was  a 
large  undertaking  initially  planned  to  be  presented  as  a  single  amendment  -  a  new  Section 
7.  However,  as  the  project  progressed,  it  became  apparent  that  voters  should  be  given 
the  opportunity  to  vote  on  many  of  the  issues  separately.  The  resuh  is  12  proposed 
amendments  to  the  zoning  ordinance.  As  shown  in  the  following  table,  in  most  cases  no 
change  from  special  exception  to  permitted  -  or  vice  versa  -  is  proposed.  Uses  that 
would  change  are  printed  in  bold  type.

The  following  excerpts  from  the  Planning  Board's  March  newsletter  and  the  February 
issue  of  the  Francestown  News  are  intended  to  provide  supplemental  information  to  the 
complete  text  of  the  proposals  which  is  available  at  the  library,  the  offices  of  the  town 
clerk  and  the  selectmen,  and  on  bulletin  boards  at  the  post  office  and  town  hall  annex. 

Article  2:  General  Provisions  for  Special  Exceptions:  In  1975  the  Town  gave  the 
Plaiming  Board  the  responsibility  for  approving  the  plans  for  multi-family  and 
commercial  projects.  As  part  of  its  review,  often  conducted  jointly  with  the  Zoning 
Board  of  Adjustment  (ZBA),  the  Board  may,  when  necessary,  request  professional 
studies  and  assistance  paid  for  by  the  applicant.  The  intent  of  the  article  is  to  expedite  the 
review  process,  for  boards  and  applicants,  and  to  clarify  when  site  plan  review  is 
required. 

Article  3:  Kennels,  Vets,  etc.  (commercial  and  private):  In  drafting  Article  3,  the 
Planning  Board  had  3  main  objectives:   1)  To  distinguish  between  higher  impact  users  in 
terms  of  noise,  e.g.  breeders  and  boarders,  and  lower  impact  users  like  vet  clinics  with  no 
outdoor  runs.  2)  To  better  protect  abutters  by  adding  noise  abatement  provisions,  and 
3)  To  make  it  easier  for  people  with  dogs  to  be  in  compliance  with  the  ordinance. 
Changes  include  a  reduction  in  dimensional  requirements  for  kermels  from  10  acres,  500' 
of  frontage  and  150'  side/rear  building  setback  to  5  acres,  300'  of  frontage  and  a  100' 
side/rear  setback  for  all  related  structures,  including  runs  and  fences;  the  establishment  of 
lesser  standards  -  e.g.  3  acres  -  for  users  without  outdoor  facilities;  substituting  the 
number  of  breeding  females  for  the  total  number  of  dogs  as  one  of  the  criteria  for  when  a 
special  exception  is  required. 

Article  4:  Restaurants:  In  drafting  this  proposal,  the  Board's  first  objective  was  to 
reflect  not  only  certain  existing  and  accepted  practices  but  also  the  increased  importance 
in  many  residents  lifestyles  of  take-out  food  -  from  sources  such  as  deli  counters  in 
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grocery  and  convenience  stores,  traditional  restaurants  like  The  Inn  at  Crotched  or 
hybrids  like  12  Pine.  To  this  end.  Article  4  would  allow  general/convenience  stores  and 
sit  down  restaurants  to  sell  take-out  food    Fast-food  and  drive-throughs  would  continue 
to  be  prohibited.  The  second  objective  was  to  add  more  flexibility  to  the  permitting 
process  for  restaurants,  especially  in  the  village  district,  while  still  protecting  abutters.  In 
this  regard,  proposed  changes  include  changing  the  dimensional  requirements  and 
making  off-street  parking  requirements  more  flexible. 

Article  5:  Rest/Convalescent  Homes:  Currently,  there  are  general,  but  no  specific, 
special  exception  requirements  for  rest/convalescent  homes  and  other  skilled  nursing 
facilities  accommodating  up  to  5 1  people.  Article  5  does  not  change  any  existing 
requirements.  The  additional  language  proposed  is  intended  to  reinforce  the  town's 
desire  for  appropriate  scale  and  discrete  off-street  parking. 

Article  6:  Commercial  Recreation  Facilities  &  Stables:    In  drafting  Article  6,  the 
Board  had  two  main  objectives:  1)  to  eliminate  unnecessary  confusion  caused  by 
inconsistencies  in  the  ordinance  and  2)  to  better  reflect  current  demographics  and 
lifestyles  by  adding  fitness  centers,  skating  and  all  types  of  court  sports  to  the  list  of 
commercial  recreational  facilities  allowed  by  special  exception. 

Article  7:  Camps:  Currently,  family  and  youth  camps  are  allowed  by  special  exception 
in  the  provided  normal  lot  size  and  setback  requirements  are  met  and  operations  are 
limited  to  the  summer  months.  Facilities  for  recreational  vehicles,  trailers,  motor  homes 
and  individual  tent  sites  are  not  allowed.  Article  7  would  1)  allow  camps  to  operate 
during  any  or  all  of  the  calendar  year  and  2)  add  specific  special  exception  criteria 
reinforcing  the  town's  emphasis  on  appropriate  scale  and  adequate  facilities. 

Article  8:  Auto  Service  Stations:  Currently,  there  are  general,  but  no  specific,  special 
exception  requirements  for  service  stations.  In  drafting  this  recommendation,  the  Board's 
three  major  objectives  were  to  recognize  service  stations  as  a  higher  than  normal  impact 
use  in  otherwise  residential/agricultural  districts,  to  reinforce  that  scale  must  be 
appropriate  to  the  size  of  the  community,  and  to  clarify  that  service  stations  may  make 
the  normal  types  of  repairs  required  for  a  vehicle  to  pass  state  inspection.  Changes  under 
Article  8  include  an  increase  in  the  lot  size  requirement  fi-om  3  to  4  acres  and  the 
establishment  of  a  75'  front  setback  for  buildings  and  structures. 

Article  9:  Sawmills:  Currently,  sawmills  are  allowed  by  special  exception  only  in  the 
rural  district  and  are  subject  to  normal  minimum  dimensional  requirements.  Although 
the  Board  recognizes  sawmills  as  a  time  honored  use  in  rural  communities,  it  also 
realizes  that  sawroills  are  high  impact  uses  and  that  there  are  few  remaining  areas  of 
town  where  such  a  use  would  not  negatively  affect  residential  areas.  Article  9  would 
increase  the  minimum  lot  size  requirement  to  20  acres  and  the  minimum  front/side/rear 
setbacks  for  all  structures  to  200  feet.  Other  changes  include  setback  and  landscaping 
requirements  for  outside  storage  areas. 

Article  10:  Solar  and  Wind  Devices:    At  present,  private  and  commercial  solar  and 
wind  devices  over  35  feet  in  height  are  permitted  by  special  exception  on  a  minimum  of  3 
acres  in  both  the  village  and  rural  districts.  Over  the  years,  as  public  concern  over  the 
commercialization  of  mountain  tops  has  grov^m,  the  Board  has  received  a  number  of 
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requests  to  protect  ridge  lines  and  viewscapes.  Article  10  would  make  private 
solar/wind  devices,  regardless  of  height,  permitted  uses  in  the  rural  and  village  districts. 
Conversely,  special  exception  criteria  would  apply  to  all  commercial  devices,  regardless 
of  height. 

Article  11:  Commercial  Receiving  and  Transmitting  Antenna:  Commercial 
communications  towers  are  allowed  by  special  exception  only  in  the  rural  district    At 
present,  Francestown  has  four  towers,  3  of  which  are  on  Crotched  Mt.  In  1996  a  federal 
law  which  requires  towns  to  allow  all  competitors  in  personal  wireless  services 
reasonable  opportunity  to  operate  in  their  jurisdiction  was  passed.  In  drafting  Articles  10 
and  11,  the  Planning  Board  had  the  following  objectives:  1)  to  give  the  community  as 
much  control  over  the  location  of  the  facility(s)  as  possible;  2)  to  recognize  Crotched 
Mountain  and  its  profile,  as  a  unique  landmark  and  as  a  prominent  feature  in  a  regional 
viewscape;  3)  to  prevent  a  proliferation  of  substandard  lots,  and  4)  to  try  to  insure  that 
the  facilities  are  removed  if  they  are  no  longer  needed.  Article  1 1  would  require  the 
applicant  to  show  that  his  proposal  is  the  lowest  impact  of  all  available  alternatives 
and/or  to  locate  his  antennas  on  existing  towers,  were  feasible.  Although  applicants 
would  be  able  to  co-locate,  no  new  tower  locations  will  be  allowed  on  Crotched 
Mountain  at  altitudes  of  1,300  feet  or  more  and  the  ZBA  would  be  authorized  to  create  a 
special  substandard  lot  which  exists  only  for  the  life  of  the  tower.  Other  provisions 
covered  by  Article  1 1  include  a  ban  on  night  lighting  and  separate  requirements  for  radio 
and  television  towers. 

Article  12:  Home  Businesses:  Home  occupation  is  a  term  for  the  type  of  low  impact 
business  that  people  are  allowed  to  conduct  in  their  home,  provided  that  the  use  is 
incidental  to  the  residential  use  of  the  property  and  of  a  scale  compatible  with  residential 
neighborhoods.  Over  time,  the  list  of  specific  businesses  that  qualify  as  home 
occupations  has  become  outmoded.  For  example,  at  present,  certain  computer 
businesses  might  not  be  allowed  under  this  approach  and  all  types  of  retail  sales  require  a 
special  exception.  Article  12  would  replace  the  term  "home  occupation"  with  the 
broader  term,  "home  business"  which  would  include  1 )  an  indoor  service,  2)  a 
professional  office  or  an  indoor  job  such  as  tele-marketing,  3)  a  product  manufactured 
on  the  premises,  4)  the  retail  sale  of  products  made  on  premise  and  5)  home  based 
businesses  whose  primary  activity  is  performed  at  a  site  other  than  the  home,  e.g. 
electrician.  Although  the  type  of  permitted  business  is  broader,  the  basic  concept  of 
small  scale,  zero/low  impact  accessory  uses  that  must  adhere  to  certain  requirements  - 
e.g.,  no  exterior  storage,  no  excessive  traffic  or  fi^equent  visits  by  heavy  equipment  and 
no  more  than  2  employees,  other  than  household  residents  -  is  retained. 

Article  13:  Aircraft  Landings:  In  1996  the  state  legislature  overrode  our  zoning 
ordinance  by  making  aircraft  landings  by  the  owner/lessor  of  the  land  a  permitted  use 
everywhere  in  the  state  -  unless  individual  towns  take  other  action.  Communities  have  2 
basic  alternatives:  ban  landing  areas  altogether  or  permit  them  in  certain  areas  by  special 
exception.  In  recommending  the  latter  approach,  the  Planning  Board's  objective  was  to 
allow  property  owners  to  land  their  own  aircraft  provided  they  have  adequate  acreage  to 
do  so  without  endangering  their  neighbors  or  otherwise  unduly  impacting  area  residents. 
For  fixed  wing  aircraft  in  the  rural  district  only.  Article  13  would  establish  500  foot 
setbacks  for  either  end  of  the  landing  strip  and  300  foot  setbacks  fi'om  both  sides  of  the 
strip.  For  helipads  in  the  rural  district  only,  a  750  foot  setback  in  all  directions  would 
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apply.  Other  provisions  covered  by  Article  13  include  a  ban  on  night  lights  and  limits  on 
hours  of  operation    This  proposal  will  not  regulate  hot  air  balloons  or  ultralights. 
Cautionary  Note;    A  YES  vote  means  landing  areas  will  be  allowed  only  in  the 
rural  district  provided  that  certain  conditions  are  met.  A  NO  vote  on  this  article 
means  that,  YES,  aircraft  landing  areas  will  be  permitted  everywhere  in  town. 
Voters  who  are  against  landing  strips  of  any  type,  anywhere  should  petition  the 
Planning  Board  to  place  that  choice  on  the  ballot  next  year;  in  the  meantime,  a 
'yes'  vote  on  this  article  is  closer  to  their  position  than  a  'no'  vote. 
Banning  landing  strips  is  not  an  option  being  presented  to  voters  at  this  time. 

Article  14  was  proposed  by  petition,  not  by  the  Planning  Board,  and  involves  the 
Historic  District  Commission  (HDC). 

Background:  By  state  law,  an  HDC  is  composed  of  between  3  and  7  members,  plus 
alternates,  all  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  One  member  must  be  a  selectman 
and  the  others  who  must  be  residents  of  the  town  at  large  must  be  supportive  of  historic 
preservation.  HDCs  are  authorized  to  do  only  two  things:  1)  to  help  in  doing  the  work 
required  to  develop  an  historic  district  ordinance  and  2)  to  administer  an  historic  district, 
should  one  be  approved.  Francestown  voted  to  establish  an  HDC  in  1991 .  In  1993, 
proposals  for  a  Main  Street/Mill  Village  historic  district  met  with  strong  opposition  from 
a  group  of  residents  and  discussion  was  tabled  indefinitely.  While  the  1995  Master  Plan 
recognized  that  politics  precluded  the  establishment  of  an  historic  district  anytime  in  the 
foreseeable  future,  it  recommended  that  the  HDC  be  retained  to  educate  people  about 
the  town's  historic  resources  and  to  work  with  FIHS  and  others  to  provide  local 
expertise  to  interested  property  owners.  In  fact,  the  historic  district  commission  has 
been  inactive  since  1993. 

Proposal:  A  group  of  voters,  by  petition,  is  proposing  that  the  town  abolish  the  historic 
district  commission.  The  reasons  presented  by  the  sponsors  of  the  article  at  a  public 
hearing  included:  1)  historic  districts  represent  an  excessive  level  of  regulation;  2)  the 
state  law  should  be  changed  to  allow  an  elected  commission  whose  members  reside  in 
the  historic  district;  3)  the  commission  can,  and  will,  violate  the  law  and  abuse  its 
authority  and  4)  the  commission  is  inactive. 

The  Planning  Board  voted,  3-3-1  against  recommending  this  article.

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FRANCESTOWN'S  SIX  YEAR  (1998-2003) 
CAPITAL  IMPROVEMENT  PLAN 


The  Town's  Capital  Improvement  Plan  (CIP),  which  was  updated  in  January  of  1999, 
serves  three  basic  functions: 

1.  First  and  foremost,  the  CIP  is  a  valuable  planning  tool  which  should  help  the 
Town  to  anticipate,  prioritize,  coordinate  and  manage  its  capital  expenditures. 

2.  The  CIP  will  provide  part  of  the  basis  for  developing  an  impact  fee  system 
which  will  require  a  developer,  under  certain  circumstances,  to  offset  some  of  the 
increased  cost  to  the  Town  necessitated  by  his  project. 

3.  The  CIP  will  be  essential  for  the  development  of  any  growth  management 
ordinances,  if,  in  the  future,  the  Towoi  should  determine  growth  management  to 
be  necessary. 

For  1999  the  Plaiming  Board  is  recommending  a  spending  plan,  net  of  reserves  and  other 
offset  revenues,  of  $279,100  compared  to  a  recommended  plan  of  $274,200  in  1998. 
Unanticipated  projects,  which  were  largely  offset  by  re-prioritizing  other  expenditures, 
include  the  removal  of  3  underground  storage  tanks  -  as  required  by  law  -  the  purchase 
of  new  computers  for  the  Selectmen's  oflHce  -  necessitated  by  the  "Y2K"  problem  -  and 
repair  of  the  Main  Street  sidewalk  for  safety  reasons. 

The  most  significant  difference  between  the  CIP  and  the  actual  warrants  is  that  the  CIP 
recommends  that  any  road  work,  other  than  engineering,  be  deferred  in  order,  generally, 
to  give  the  town  the  maximum  flexibility  in  dealing  with  the  costs  of  the  Main  Street 
upgrade  and,  specifically,  in  the  case  of  the  2nd  NH  Turnpike  North,  to  a)  determine  the 
scope  and  cost  of  the  project  and  b)  avoid  paving  over  unresolved  problems. 

Specifics  of  the  1999  CIP  as  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board  are  listed  in  Column  2 
of  Exhibit  1  on  the  next  page.  Also  included  in  Exhibit  1  are  the  warrants  as  actually 
proposed  by  the  departments.  Footnotes  indicate  whether  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
the  Budget  Committee  recommend  approval  of  a  particular  warrant  article. 

The  CIP  is  prepared  -  and  this  summary  is  provided  -  to  assist  you  in  your  decision 
making  at  Town  Meeting.  If  you  would  like  a  copy  of  the  complete  plan  or  have  any 
questions  about  the  plan  and  how  it  is  prepared,  please  contact  the  Plarming  Board.

REPORT  OF  ROAD  IMPROVEMENT  PROGRAM 

The  Road  Improvement  Program  Sub-Committee  was  established  in  May  of  1989  by  the 
Planning  Board  to  help  develop  a  long  term  road  improvement  program  for  inclusion  in 
the  Capital  Improvement  Program. 

PURPOSE: 

1.  To  recommend  an  appropriate  sum  of  money  to  be  spent  each  year  to  improve 
the  roads  of  Francestown. 

2.  To  recommend  a  6  year  plan  of  roads  to  be  improved,  listing  roads  and  work 
to  be  done  on  each. 

GENERAL  RECOMMENDATIONS: 

1 .  To  continue  the  policy  that  the  foil  cost  of  all  road  improvement  projects  be 
raised  by  warrant  article  stating  location  and  scope  of  each  project. 

2.  To  continue  to  raise  and  appropriate  $100,000  a  year,  to  be  allocated  between 
capital  reserves  and  capital  expenditures  as  needed.  At  present,  it  is 
recommended  that  fonding  for  the  capital  reserve  established  for  foture  road 
improvements  be  fonded  by  $25,000  in  1999,  plus  an  additional  sum  of  $75,000 
should  projects  be  deferred  from  one  year  to  the  next  or  should  a  specific  project 
not  be  supported  by  voters. 

3.  Starting  in  1998,  to  have  the  majority  of  the  work  on  all  CIP  reconstruction 
projects  be  performed  by  qualified  outside  contractors,  rather  than  by  the 
Highway  Department.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Road  Agent  are  in 
agreement  with  this  recommendation  since  a  large  part  of  the  reconstruction 
work  requires  the  use  and  rental  of  equipment  not  owned  by  the  town.  Also,  it  is 
preferable  to  have  the  department  personnel  concentrate  on  regular  road 
maintenance. 

4.  In  1999  to  place  all  capital  road  fonds  ($100,000)  in  reserves  in  anticipation  of 
foture  projects,  such  as:  the  reconstruction  of  Main  Street,  current  estimated 
cost,  without  state/federal  grants,  of  $150,000+;  reconstruction  of  the  2nd  New 
Hampshire  Turnpike  South  and  the  correction  of  unanticipated  problems.  These 
projects  should/must  be  deferred  for  one  or  more  reasons;  In  the  case  of  Main 
Street,  construction  -  which  wall  be  handled  by  the  state  -  is  not  scheduled  for  at 
least  another  year  and  costs  for  this  project  still  remain  up  in  the  air.  In  the  case 
of  the  turnpike,  more  engineering  is  needed  to  determine  the  scope  and  cost  of 
the  work  to  be  done  and  to  assess  the  potential  for  savings  if  larger  projects  are 
done  every  other  year. 
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5  To  accelerate  the  accumulation  of  traffic  data.  (The  counters  first  purchased 
by  the  Planning  Board  were  defective  and  had  to  be  returned.  Replacements 
have  been  obtained  and  the  program  is  scheduled  to  start  in  May.) 


RECOMMENDED  PLAN  (Subject  to  annual  review  and  update): 

The  1999  -  2004  Capital  Improvements  Program  for  roads  continues  to  be  based  heavily 
upon  the  resuhs  of  the  1994  Master  Plan  Questionnaire.  Prioritization  of  projects 
remains  incomplete  because  of  the  problems  with  the  traffic  counters.  (Numbers  in  the 
left  hand  column  indicate  the  year  in  which  the  work  is  to  be  done.)

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REPORT  OF  THE  fflSTORIAN- 1998 

Freezing  rain  January  7^  through  lO'*'  left  a  thick  coat  of  ice  on  everything  and  brought 
down  trees  and  wires  leaving  many  residents  without  power  for  up  to  a  week. 

In  March,  voters  agreed  to  a  one  year  trial  period  in  which  the  town  offices  will  move 
into  the  Red  School  building  and  the  building  they  are  vacating  will  be  used  for 
community  purposes. 

After  over  a  year  of  negotiations  with  New  Icelandic  Ski  Co.,  which  was  hopefully 
leading  to  the  sale  and  reopening  of  Crotched  Mt  Ski  Area,  the  deal  is  off  and  the 
area  is  on  the  market  again. 

Heavy  June  rains  washed  out  small  gardens  and  ruined  crops  at  larger  scale  fanning 
operations. 

Postmaster  Phillip  Ireland  retired  in  November  after  working  at  the  Francestown  Post 
Office  for  18  years.  He  worked  the  first  4  years  as  rural  carrier  and  the  last  14  as 
Postmaster. 

On  December  18*  Scott  and  Sennu  Keith  welcomed  quadruplets-  3  sons  and  1  daughter. 

The  Francestown  Improvement  and  Historical  Society  sponsored  the  81^  Labor  Day 
celebration.  The  theme  of  the  weekend  was  "  Celebrate  the  Little  Joys  in  Life".  At  the 
Historical  Rooms,  volunteers  began  cataloguing  all  the  historical  artifacts  on  their 
recently  acquired  computer  system.  The  Historical  rooms  were  open  to  the  public  on: 
August  22    for  the  Library  Anniversary  Celebration,  September  7*  for  Labor  Day, 
September  16*  for  the  Newcomers  Tea,  October  25*  for  a  visit  by  the  Jaffrey 
Historical  Society,  and  October  10*  for  the  Fall  Festival  when  they  were  assisted  by 
"Students  of  the  Month"  from  Great  Brook  School,  Nate  Gadwah,  Amanda 
Gadwah  and  Liam  Delahanty.  The  rooms  were  also  open  by  appointment. 

The  Old  Meeting  House  had  135  annual  members  and  190  lifetime  members.  Programs 
sponsored  by  OMH  included:  in  May  "Verdant  Visions"-  a  garden  seminar  with 
author  Elsa  Bakalar,  landscape  historian  Dr.  Susan  Schnare  and  Anne  Duncan  from 
Strawberry  Banke  Museum;  in  June,  performances  by  folk  singers  Lester  Hirsh, 
Wendy  Keith  and  Douglas  Clegg;  in  July,  a  concert  by  Guitarist  Harvey  Reid; 
in  August,  Monadnock  Music  Concert;  in  September,  Labor  Day  Vespers  and  tours 
of  OMH  ;  in  October,  a  folk  rock  concert  by  Aztec  Two  Step;  and  in  December,  "A 
Christmas  Story  Through  Song"  with  solos  and  duets  by  Marsha  Heinzman,  Robert 
Johnson,  Pamela  Stevens  and  the  Village  Bell  Ringers  of  Hancock.  Improvements  to 
OMH  included  renovations  of  the  windows  and  painting  of  the  exterior  south  wall. 

Rev.  Keta  Jones  served  as  minister  of  the  Community  Church.  Church  activities  included; 
One  Great  Hour  of  Sharing  in  March,  celebration  of  the  225*  aimiversary  of  the 
heritage  of  the  Church  on  July  5*  Vacation  Bible  School  in  August,  and  the  9*  annual 
Fall  Festival  in  October.  In  June,  the  Church  voted  unanimously  to  join  in  partnership 
with  the  United  Church  of  Christ  in  Zimbabwe.  Improvements  to  the  building 
included  repairs  to  the  kitchen  ceiling  and  roof,  a  dropped  ceiling  and  improved 
lighting  in  the  vestry,  and  a  new  nursery. 

The  Oak  Hill  Grange  #32  had  33  members  including  6  gold  sheaf  members.  The  Grange 
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Master  was  Heather  Kiblin.  The  annual  citizen's  award  was  presented  to  The 
Francestown  News.  The  Grange  won  the  blue  ribbon  and  trophy  at  the  New 
Boston  Fair  for  "Best  Overall  Grange  Exhibit". 

The  Francestown  Elementary  School  had  1 12  students  enrolled  during  the  school  year 
ending  June  1998. 

The  Francestown  Community  Pre-School  had  an  enrollment  of  19  children  and  served 
families  from  Francestown,  Greenfield  and  Deering. 

Many  of  the  town's  young  people  continue  to  be  involved  in  scouting;  there  were  18 
Brownies,  9  Juniors,  6  Cadettes  and  3  Senior  Girl  Scouts.  The  Boy  Scout  troop  had 
12  members,  and  in  the  Cub  Scouts  there  were  9  Webelos  11,  5  Webelos  I,  4  Bears, 
8  Wolves,  and  5  Tigers. 

The  Francestown  Food  Co-op  was  in  operation  for  its  2A^  consecutive  year,  meeting 
twice  a  month  at  the  Town  Hall. 

There  were  952  registered  voters;  377  Republicans,  191  Democrats,  and  384 
Independents. 

There  were  34  building  permits  issued;  5  Residential,  13  Additions,  5  Garages,  3 
Porches,  2  Bams,  2  Decks,  3  Sheds,  and  1  Swimming  Pool. 

To  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  residents  who  served  in  the  armed  forces  were;  US  Army- 
Pvt  l"  Class  Shannon  Miller  and  Pvt  Scott  A.  Quilty,  USAF-  Staff  Sgt  Richard 
Kiczek,  National  Guard-  Capt  Tim  Ainsworth,  Air  National  Guard-  Lt  Col  Sylvia 
Johnson  and  Tech  Sgt  Sandy  Collins.

The  Town  cannot 
solicit  clients  on  hearsay  or  speculation. 

CaUs  are  often  received  from  good  people  wanting  to  donate  to  those  who  have  less.  In  most 
cases,  barring  emergency,  this  office  cannot  place  used  appliances,  bedding,  furniture,  etc.  With 
pre-planning  you  might  want  to  contact  the  church  of  one's  choice,  or  plan  to  donate  for  Labor 
Day  or  the  Community  Church  auction.  The  church  accepts  canned  goods  and  in  a  pinch,  if  I 
need  to  quickly  gather  emergency  food  together,  the  Community  Church  is  my  resource,  as  the 
Town  doesn't  have  room  for  the  storage  of  food  supplies.  So,  you  are  encouraged  to  give  local 
support,  but  not  directly  to  this  ofllce  unless  it's  around  the  major  holidays. 

The  expenses  of  Christmas  were  funded  in  total  by  a  $200.  donation  of  the  FreeMason's  Pacific 
Lodge  and  a  $100.  donation  from  the  Women's  Guild  of  the  Community  Church.  Approximately 
24  home  and  nursing  home  visits  were  made  at  Christmas  to  make  sure  no  one  was  alone  and  to 
emphasize  the  concern  of  the  Town  for  its  residents.  Food  gift  certificates,  holiday  plants  for  the 
elderly,  assorted  baked  goods  and  craft  items  from  dozens  talented  folk  all  made  for  a  wonderful 
holiday  of  giving  and  sharing.  Note  the  names  of  the  young  children,  who  guided  by  their 
parents,  show  concern  and  care  for  others.  Again,  special  thanks  go  out  to  the  Senior  Girls 
Scouts  who  give  so  unselfishly  of  their  time  to  assist  me  in  visiting,  making  deliveries  and 
caroling.  We  all  know  I  can't  sing! 

Anyone  needing  assistance  should  call  me  directly  (588-2519)  to  apply  for  services.  Note  that  all 
matters  are  confidential  and  are  not  pari  of  the  public  record.  Please  call  if  you  have  any 
questions  about  eligibility  requirements  for  various  assistance  programs.
